CLEVELAND, May 20.—«V-Po- 
tential death, for millions, impris- 
oned in X-ray film'stored in hos-

archives everywhere,

took 124 lives from poison gas. 
The burning film generated suf- 
ficient poison to kill four million 
people, federal Investigators said. 
They were cooperating with state 
and local agencies In learning the 
properties of the deadly/ gas, and 
the means of averting similar 
calamities. 
Meanwhile, hospital and surgica 
centers within a radius of 1,000 
miles had received hurried calls for 
'oxygen tents" for use In treating 
the remaining victims. 
Thirty-six 
persons were In hospitals today, five 
of them- seriously Injured and ol 
these two were expected to die al 
any time, physicians said.

—(SP).— Im- 
portance of Improving the quality 
of Te*as cotton was pointed out 
by Dr. A. B. Cox, director" of the 
bureau of business research of the 
University of Texas. Many people 
lose sight of the magnitude' of the 
industry and Its future possibilities 
he declared.

"Texas needs to become cotton 
Cleveland clinic, where 1241 conscious," Dr, Cox said. '"Cotton 


is the backbone of 
the economic 


life of the state. The significance 
of it can best be shown by a few 
figures. In 1925 the_total value of 
all crops in Texas was $766,000,000. 
Of this, cotton line accounted for 
$554,311,000 and cotton, seed $70,- 
500,000, or,; put in another way, 
cotton and cotton 
seed 
equaled 


82.6 percent of all crop values. Ac- 
cording to the 1925 census, 410,000 
out of the 465,000 farmers In the 
state grow some cotton. The great- 
er part, therefore, of our agricul- 
tural population depends cither en- 
tirely or In 
part on cotton for 
money Income. The 1920 census 
classes Texas population, as 45.8 
percent 
agricultural. 
In other 


words, the production of 'raw cot- 
ton alone Is the source of Income 
for at least 40 percent of 
our 


population..

Growing Only One Feature-. 


"Cotton growing Is only one of 
a number of Interrelated part* of 
tlj* Texa* cotton lndu«fry. There 
are approximately 4,000 gin* In 
Texas which have a value of about 
$100,000,000 and give employment 
to about 20,000 men. The move- 
ment of th* cotton from the gin 
through the local market requires 
the lecviees of several group* pf 
tradesmen such ,as local buyers, 
weigher*, draymen and banker*.

WORTHAM VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 
FOR NEGROES IS MAKING GREAT 
PROGRESS WITH A SMALL PLANT 


With the commendable ambition 


Of making his school the Tuskegee 
of- the West, F. W. Wheeler, prin- 
cipal of the Wortham Vocational 
School for Negroes, is now rounding 
but his fourth year with that in- 
stitution and during that time he 
•has brought his school into 
the 


first rank of vocational projects In 
this section of the country. 
The principal brought a large 


exhibit of fresh onions, two va- 
rieties of mustard greens, cabbage, 
cabbage plants, zennlas and toma- 
to plants to the office of the Cor- 
•Icana Daily Sun. All of the pro- 
duce was raised on the 23 acres of 
land adjoining the modern school 
building and teachers' home, loca- 
ted about a half 
mile north of 


Wortham on the road to Currle. 


Small Investment. 


Starting four years ago with an 


Investment of $5,000 for the land 
only, the workers in the school, 
with aid 
from 
several 
outside 


sources, have built up the plant 
until It is a model of efficiency. It 
now boasts of a 
modern school 


building and teachers' home, Its 
own light plant, a team for use on 
the farm, a full line of farming 
tools, a canning plant, broom pant, 
and blacksmith shop. 
Over 200 


students attend the school, Includ- 
ing a few boarding students. 


While the vocational work of the 


school lasts throughout the entire 
year, the literary division extends 
only over an eight months period. 
The school Is a part of the Worth- 
am public, school system and de- 
rives a portion of Its funds from 
that source. Additional support IB 
received from the state and feder- 
al vocational education funds, and 


from the general education board 
for negroes, who disburse the Ros- 
enwald fund. 
Monthly sums are 


also contributed to the support of 
the school by the teachers and stu- 
dents of the 
institution 
through 


the sale of products of the farm. 


Diversification is one of the out- 


standing ideas which the faculty 
.•vttempts to Instill 
Into 
the stu- 


dents, and one year the school set 
a high mark of 42 crops on the 23 
acre tract in the fiscal year from 
September 
to September. 
This 


year the total will range from 12 
to 14, with a number of field crops 
planted this spring, because 
tfie 


principal expects to be away this 
summer taking further training. 


Wheeler Is Principal. 
F. W. Wheeler, the principal of 


the school, asserted that the peo- 
ple of Wortharn were thoroughly 
sold on the work of the school and 
had been very generus with their 
support. Wheeler Is a graduate of 
the Prairie View Normal, and has 
studied at the Tuskegee Institute, 
Tuskegee, Ala., and at Morehouse 
College, Atlanta, Ga.; all of them 
outstanding schools for the negro. 


He expected 
to attend • Hampton 


College, at Hampton, Va., this 
summer and further his studies In 
the school where Booker T. Wash- 
ington received his training, and 
•Jrom which he went to establish 
the Tuskegee Institute. 


Commencement exercises for the 


school will be held Thursday, May 
23, the principal announced. Dur- 
ing the day an exhibit of the work 
of the students in the classroom 
and on the farm will be presented 
to the public, followed by the for- 
mal graduation exercises in 
the 
evening. 


The school boasts of a complete 


sewerage system which was 
In- 


stalled by the students as a part 
of their vocational work; the teach- 
ers' homo has recently been com- 
pletely plumbed 
for 
all inodern 


conveniences. 


Students of all ages are taking 


the vocation work, the principal 
reported, and the practical work 
with the various tasks of preparing 
:he land, planting, and reaping, and 
preparing the various products for 
the market are used to aid the pu- 
pils In firmly implanting in their , 


minds In a practical way the theo- 
ries given them, in the class room. 
Principals of marketing and sales- 
manship are 
Included as regular 


parts of the work. 


The pupils of the school are re- 


ported to be showing an active in- 
terest in the workings of the Insti- 
tution, and take a great amount of 
pride in the work they do from 
day to day. They are taught the 
latest methods of preparing crops, 
and stress is placed on diversifica- 
tion. Only about one bale of cot- 
ton is raised on the 
farm each 


year, lust enough for experimental 
purposes. 
Many of the graduates 


of the school will be able to 
be- 


come self-supporting citizens, who 
will be willing to aid in the cam- 
paign against the evils of the one- 
crop system. 


The school maintains a shipping 


department that sends out larg^a 
quantities of canned goods to the 
markets in various parts of the 
state; 
during 
the 
seasonable 


months thousands of plants of va- 
rious kinds including onions, cab- 
bage, tomatoes and flower plants 
of various kinds are shipped 
in 


I large quantities. 
. 


Several of the stores'In Worth- 


am and Mexla and other nearby 
towns have become regular -cus- 
tomers of the school, buying large 
quantities of produce during the 
year. 


An invitation was extended to 
the general public to visit 
the 


school and see the exhibit next 
Thursday, and to see If the efforts 
to Improve th« general condition 
of the negro race was not being 
carried on in the right direction, 
and In a helpful way.
